In an 8-1 decision an- 
nounced yesterday, the- 
ccurt upheld a lower court 
rulin'* that the Fl -1 analysis 
of bullet fragments and 
scrapings from' the assassi- 
nation scene did r.:-t qualify 
for release to the public 
under the federal Freedom 
of Information Act. 

A dissenting opinion was 
filed by Chief U.S. Appeals 
Court Judge David Bazelon. 
He said that without some 
mechanism for the public to 
look at the FBI analysis, 
“the public will have to rely 
entirely upon the Justice 
Department's opinion that 
the results of the . . . tests 
arc adequately shown in the 
report of the Warren Com- 
mission."
